To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  : 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1940,  which,  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  has  been  condensed  : thus  only  records  likely  to  be 
required  for  ready  reference  are  given  ; other  records  not  included  have  been 
filed  and  are  available  when  required. 

The  year  under  review  covers  a complete  year  of  war  conditions  ; 
nevertheless,  all  the  Health  Services  have  been  maintained,  as  far  as  possible, 
at  pre-war  standard.  Many  members  of  the  Staff  have  left  for  service  with 
H.M.  Forces,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  some  of  the  sanitary  inspectors 
by  temporary  officers. 

In  spite  of  war  conditions,  the  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Borough 
was  remarkably  good.  There  was* no  evidence  of  deterioration  in  the 
standard  of  nutrition,  nor  was  the  morale  of  the  population  undermined 
by  enemy  action. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death,  in  April,  of  Dr. 
A.  Neville  Cox,  who  had  been  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  27  years.  As  a 
clinician  he  was  outstanding  ; his  sympathetic  manner  won  the  confidence 
of  his  patients. 

Vital  Statistics. 

There  was  a considerable  fall  in  the  number  of  live  births  in  the  Borough, 
the  number  being  1,876,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  12‘48  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  (The  figures  for  1939  were  2,014  births ; Birth  Rate,  13*74.) 
The  Death  Rate  was  13*90  ; the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  69.  (In  these 
latter  rates  are  included  deaths  from  enemy  action.) 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  above  figures  with  those  for  1915 — a 
comparable  war  year — when  the  number  of  live  births  was  2,259,  giving 
a Birth  Rate  of  16*87.  Death  Rate  was  16*20 ; Infantile  Mortality 
Rate,  97. 

Notifiable  Diseases. 

Measles  attained  epidemic  form,  there  being  2,675  known  cases ; the 
type  was  mild,  with  few  complications  : the  number  of  deaths  was  3. 
Considerable  use  was  made  of  measles  convalescent  serum  in  certain 
circumstances,  either  to  prevent,  or  to  attenuate  an  attack  in  contacts. 
The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  was  322  : here  also  the  type 
was  mild,  and  there  were  no  deaths.  Diphtheria  notifications  numbered 
60  (six  less  than  the  previous  year),  with  one  death.  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever 
cases  numbered  36,  with  2 deaths.  Puerperal  conditions  numbered  35, 
with  one  death. 

I consider  that  so  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  concerned,  the  year 
was  weathered  very  well,  remembering  the  apprehension  and  anxiety  with 
which  the  use  of  air-raid  shelters  was  regarded.  Constant  vigilance  and 
energetic  action  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectorate  were  necessary 
in  dealing  with  contacts,  etc.,  and  these  efforts  were  evidently  of  value 
in  keeping  down  the  incidence  of  disease. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Prophylaxis  against  Diphtheria  was  carried  on  as  usual  during  the 
year,  but  in  November,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Committee, 
more  intensive  measures  were  taken.  In  December,  the  Ministry  issued 
Circular  2230,  which  gave  approval  to  all  Local  Authorities  for  a more 
intensive  drive  in  immunisation  and  undertook  to  supply,  free  of  charge, 
the  necessary  immunising  material.  Arrangements  were  accordingly  made 
for  immunisation  to  be  carried  out  in  the  schools  in  addition  to  that  done 
at  the  Immunisation  Clinic, 

Water  Supply. 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  water  from  all 
the  Corporation  wells  were  made  at  the  Sanatorium  Laboratory  during 
the  year.  The  results  showed  that  the  water  supplied  was.  perfectly 
satisfactory.  Similar  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  from  tap  samples 
taken  from  houses  in  areas  where  the  water  main  had  been  damaged  by 
enemy  action,  showing  that  the  measures  taken  by  the  Corporation  Water 
Undertaking  had  proved  efficient.

Evacuees. 

- Evacuated  school  children  were  re-evacuated  to  other  areas  in  July. 
Civil  Defence  (Casualty  Services). 

A summary  of  the  Casualty  Services  was  given  in  last  year's  Report. 
Opportunity  has  been  taken  for  further  training  and  exercises,  and  improve- 
ments made  in  the  light  of  experience  gained.  In  that  summary  I commented 
on  the  desire  of  the  Casualty  Services  to  so  fit  themselves  as  to  be  able  to 
render  of  their  best  should  the  occasion  arise.  During  the  year,  many  of 
these  “ occasions  ” did  arise,  and  the  Services  met  each  with  efficiency 
and  courage  and  performed  their  duties  satisfactorily.  I would  record 
here  a note  of  appreciation  for  the  valuable  work  which  has  been  done 
during  raids  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  First-Aid  Posts  and  Mobile 
First-Aid  Posts,  and  by  the  personnel  attached  thereto. 

A development  was  the  institution  of  Auxiliary  Cleansing  Stations, 
to  deal  with  unwounded  but  contaminated  persons,  should  the  enemy  resort 
to  gas  warfare.  Five  such  stations  have  been  set  up,  viz.  Sports  Stadium, 
West.  Street;  North  Road  Baths;  Girls’  Intermediate  School;  Cobden 
Road  Baths ; and  Park  Street  Baths.  At  these  Cleansing  Stations  affected 
persons  will  be  cleansed  and  fitted  out  with  clean  clothing  until  their 
contaminated  clothing  has  been  de-contaminated  and  returned.  These 
Stations  are  in  addition  to  the  cleansing  facilities  at  First-Aid  Posts. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  saving,  if  possible,  or 
condemning  if  necessary,  of  foodstuffs  affected  by  “ gas.”  This  work  will 
be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Another  important  development  was  the  institution,  in  July,  of  the 
Controller’s  Liaison  Service.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  Liaison  Officer 
and  is  assisted  voluntarily  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Services. 
This  service  co-ordinates  the  work  of  all  the  other  agencies  which  have  to 
deal  with  relieving  distress  falling  on  air-raid  victims.  Immediately 
following  a raid,  an  ” office  ” is  opened  in  the  affected  area,  to  which  people 
can  come  for  advice,  information,  and  guidance.  The  questions  and 
problems  dealt  with  are  numberless  and  comprise  such  matters  as  advice 
regarding  storage  and  salving  of  furniture,  matters  concerning  ration 
books,  pension  books,  and  identity  cards,  information  about  relatives,  etc. 
This  service  has  been  of  distinct  value  and  undoubtedly  eases  anxiety  and 
helps  to  maintain  the  morale  of  those  who  have  been  affected. 
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All  the  members  of  the  full-time  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health,  School 
Medical,  and  Tuberculosis  Departments  continue  to  do  tours  of  duty  covering 
each  24  hours  at  Control  Centre  ; they  also  act  as  Designated  Medical 
Officers  and  are  sent  to  give  emergency  treatment  to  casualties  at  the  scene 
of  the  “ incident."  Three  senior  first-aid  lay  officers  assist.  In  addition, 
six  private  practitioners  have  volunteered  their  services  for  this  important 
work,  and  they  have  also  attended  at  incidents,  as  Incident  Medical  Officers. 
This  work  in  a raid  is  most  valuable  : at  times  it  has  been  long,  arduous, 
and  risky,  and  I would  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  high  apprecia- 
tion of  the  services  so  enthusiastically  rendered. 

Conclusion. 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Services,  whether  in 
connection  with  health  matters  or  with  that  section  of  Civil  Defence  which 
has  been  grafted  on  to  the  Health  Services,  has  been  one  of  great  responsibility 
and  at  times  of  great  intensity.  In  carrying  out  the  duties  entailed,  I have 
received  most  loyal  and  enthusiastic  support  from  all  members  of  the  staff 
and  to  them  I offer  my  thanks  and  appreciation.  I am  also  indebted  to 
the  Heads  of  the  other  Corporation  Departments  for  assistance  and  advice, 
always  willingly  given.

One  death  occurred  from  diphtheria  in  Brighton,  giving  a percentage 
mortality  of  1*7. 

12,000  units  of  antitoxin  were  given  by  the  Health  Department  to  two 
doctors  for  administration  to  two  necessitous  patients. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Of  a total  of  322  patients  notified,  123,  or  38%,  were 
removed  to  hospital,  three  of  whom  gave  rise  to  return  cases.  Six 
home-nursed  cases  gave  rise  to  infection  after  a period  of  isolation 
at  home. 

Measles .- — There  were  2,675  known  cases,  among  whom  there  were  3 deaths.

Whooping  Cough. 

391  cases  were  visited  in  276  houses  ; 4 deaths  occurred.

Home  Nursing . 

1,178  visits  were  made  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses  to  97  cases  of  measles 
and  72  visits  to  5 cases  of  whooping  cough. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Cases. 

105  Brighton  cases  and  118  evacuees  were  treated  for  scabies  at  the 
Sanatorium.  From  the  end  of  September  this  treatment  was  given  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital  and  at  some  First-Aid  Posts,  65  cases  being  treated 
at  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

At  the  School  Clinic,  210  children  were  treated,  and  102  at  the  Clinic 
for  evacuated  children. 

At  the  Elm  Grove  Home,  5 cases  of  verminous  infestation  were  cleansed, 
of  whom  4 were  dealt  with  under  the  P.H.  Act. 

With  regardto  verminous  conditions,  although  these  exist,  the  position 
- is  not  one  of  severity  in  the  Borough  ; nevertheless,  energetic  measures 
are  being  continued  to  maintain  the  gradual  improvement  observed  each 
. year  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war. 

One  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  verminous  is  that,  although  we  have 
powers  to  examine  and  treat  children  in  attendance  at  schools,  we  have 
no  authority  to  examine  contacts,  including  children  not  attending  school. 
The  result  is  that  some  school  children  who  have  been  cleansed  are  soon 
reinfested.  It  would  appear  that  further  powers  are  necessary  to  deal 
adequately  with  this  problem.

Fifty-five  of  the  total  of  117  deaths  occurred  in  hospitals,  of  which 
22  were  in  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  15  in  the  Sanatorium.  In  the  case 
of  19  deaths  the  patients  had  not  been  notified  during  life  ; the  ratio  of  non- 
notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  was  therefore  19 
to  117.  When  a non-notified  case  is  brought  to  notice  a letter  is  sent  to  the 
practitioner  in  attendance  to  ask  for  an  explanation.  In  most  cases  the 
patient  is  thought  to  have  been  notified  earlier,  and  no  further  action  is 
considered  necessary.  In  a few  cases  tuberculosis,  unsuspected  during  life, 
has  been  found  by  post-mortem  examination. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations- 
of  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Treatment  by  Artificial  Pneumothorax. 

The  aim  of  this  treatment  is  to  rest  the  affected  part  of  the  lung  and, 
in  suitable  cases,  it  has  proved  to  be  of  real  and  lasting  benefit.  It  involves 
repeated  refills  over  a prolonged  period.  442  refills  were  given  at  the 
Clinic  and  13  at  the  Sanatorium  (these  figures  refer  only  to  out-patients.) 

Of  the  28  out-patients  at  present  attending  for  this  treatment,  15  are  at 
work  and  maintaining  themselves,  4 are  working  as  housewives,  3 others 
are  fit  for  work  but  unemployed,  and  6 are  unfit  for  work.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  net  live  births  registered  numbered  1,876,  of  which  952  were 
males  and  924  females.  Included  in  the  total  are  138  illegitimate  births. 
The  infant  mortality  was  69  per  thousand  : (for  notifications  of  births 
see  page  28). 

MIDWIFERY. 

Domiciliary , — Two  municipal  mid  wives  are-  employed  ; they  attended  133  mid- 
wifery and  22  maternity  cases.  There  were  six  midwives  in  private  practice  (two  of 
whom  practise  only  in  nursing  homes)  ; they  attended  80  midwifery  and  106  maternity 
cases,  but  three  of  them  only  took  14  cases  between  them.  Six  midwives  employed  by 
three  outlying  nursing  associations  attended  93  midwifery  and  28  maternity  cases. 
The  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  employed  seven  midwives  for  district  work  in  Brighton  ; 
they  attended  367  cases.  In  addition,  45  maternity  cases  were  attended  by  the  Central 
Nursing  Association. 

Medical  help  was  called  in  on  181  occasions,  of  which  54  were  on  account  of  the 
infants’  condition  ; twelve  other  notifications  were  made  by  mid  wives.  £70/16/6  was 
paid  by  the  Council  to  doctors  called  in  on  49  occasions,  of  which  £27/16/6  was  recovered 
from  patients.  . _ 

Hospital.-— The  Municipal  Hospital  employed  seven  mid  wives ; the  number  of 
beds  is  45. ; the  cases  numbered  717.  The  Albion  Hill  Homes  employed  three  midwives  ; 
the  cases  numbered  39.  The  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  employed  eleven  midwives  ; 
the  number  of  beds  is  44  ; the  cases  numbered  633.  Under  agreement,  49  abnormal 
Brighton  cases  were  admitted,  for  which  the  Council  paid  the  hospital  9/-  a day  ; the 
total  cost  was  £378/10/0,  of  which  £207/11/2  was  recovered  from  patients  and  the  Sussex 
Provident  Scheme.  . 

During  the  year  20  pupils  of  the  Joint  Training  School  for  Mid  wives  obtained  the 
certificate  of  the  Central  Mid  wives'  Board, 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

At  the  M.  and  C.W.  Clinic,  Sussex  Street,  439  ante-natal  cases  made  2,057 
attendances  and  2 post-natal  cases  were  seen.  In  addition,  47  ante-natal  cases  attend**!

CLINICS  FOR  NERVOUS  DISORDERS. 

Drs.  W.  McCartan,  A.  W.  Watt,  and  C.  L.  Hingston  have  kindly  given 
me  information  relating  to  their  respective  clinics. 

The  clinic  at  the  premises  of  the  Guardianship  Society,  3,  Buckingham 
Place,  was  held  weekly  ; the  new  cases  seen  numbered  46  (23  males  and 
23  females),  and  there  were  132  attendances  during  the  year.  Five  of  the 
new  cases  were  children  under  the  age  of  14  years,  two  of  them  showing 
schizophrenic  manifestations  at  an  unusually  early  age,  i.e.  14  and  9 years 
respectively. 

The  clinic  at  the  Brighton  Municipal  Hospital  was  also  held  weekly, 
and  47  new  cases  (29  males  and  18  females)  were  seen  ; there  were  170 
attendances.  Four  new  cases  were  children  under  the  age  of  14  years. 

At  the  clinics  held  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Dr.  Watt 
states  that  50  new  patients  (9  of  whom  were  women)  were  seen,  and  Dr. 
Hingston  reports  that  she  saw  122  new  cases.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  Magistrates  granted  an  Order  under  Section  382  of  the  Brighton 
Corporation  Act,  1931,  for  the  removal  of  fhe  two  occupiers  of  a dwelling 
house  to  an  Institution  for  a month,  and  authorised  the  Department  to 
cleanse  and  disinfect  the  premises,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  having 
certified  that  the  occupiers  were  unable,  through  incapacity,  to  remedy 
the  insanitary  condition  of  the  premises. 

The  owner  of  a dwelling  house  was  prosecuted  for  failing  to  abate  a 
nuisance  after  notice  had  been  served  under  Section  94  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  to  remedy  sanitary  defects.  The  Magistrates  made  an  Order 
for  the  work  to  be  done  within  three  weeks,  and  subsequently,  as  the  Order 
was  not  complied  with,  the  Department  carried  out  the  work  at  a cost 
of  £24/7/6.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

The  Council  are  not  carrying  out  disinfestation  of  houses  and  effects 
by  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  owing  to  its  dangerous  properties.  During  the 
year  39  families  (198  persons)  were  removed  from  Clearance  areas,  25  of 
these  families  to  Council  houses,  14  families  finding  their  own  alternative 
accommodation.  On  the  day  of  removal  the  bedding  of  these  families  was 
removed  and  subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  and  then  delivered  to  the 
new  address.  Other  effects  were  sprayed  with  insecticide. 

Council  houses  when  vacated  are  examined  by  the  Housing  Manager's 
staff  and,  if  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  the  architraves,  picture-rails, 
skirting-boards,  etc.,  are  removed  and  the  premises  thoroughly  sprayed 
with  insecticide,  while  seats  of  infestation  are  dealt  with  by  the  petrol  blow 
lamps.  Three  Council  houses  found  seriously  infested  have  been  fumigated 
satisfactorily  by  this  Department. 

The  Department  also  fumigated  173  rooms  in  46  private  houses, 
receiving  £84/14/6  in  fees  from  the  owners.

SWINE  FEVER  ORDERS. 

Fourteen  suspected  outbreaks  of  swine  fever  were  reported  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Of  these,  thirteen  were  at  piggeries 
within  the  Borough,  and,  after  investigation  by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary 
Officers,  six  cases  were  confirmed. 

Restrictions  were  imposed  upon  four  further  holdings,  either  because 
of  their  contiguity  to  infected  premises,  or  because  pigs  that  had  been 
in  contact  with  swine  fever  cases  had  been  admitted  to  the  holdings. 

ANTHRAX  ORDERS. 

Two  suspected  cases  of  Anthrax  were  reported,  but  after  investigation 
the  disease  was  found  not  to  exist. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

Forty-seven  slaughtermen  were  holding  licences  oa  the  31st  December, 
1940.

On  account  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Class  1a  and  1b,  Ditchling  Road  Junior 
Mixed  School,  were  closed  from  13th  to  20th  May. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  school  children  notified 
during  the  year  was  39. 

109  children,  contacts  with  Diphtheria  in  their  own  homes,  were  swabbed 
before  their  return  to  school  ; of  these  20,  or  18  3 per  cent.,  gave  positive 
results.  Thirty-one  discharged  Diphtheria  patients  were  similarly  swabbed 
immediately  before  the  date  fixed  for  their  return  to  school,  and  one  gave 
a positive  result. 

Measles  (Morbilli)  appeared  in  October,  1939,  but  only  in  a small  number  ; 
by  January  evidence  of  its  attaining  epidemic  form  became  obvious,  and 
up  to  December  31st,  1940,  2,675  cases  occurred,  the  peak  period  being 
from  the  third  week  in  March  till  the  end  of  May,  when  1,660  cases  occurred. 
The  type  was  mild  and  complications  few  ; the  number  of  deaths  was  3. 


Provision  of  Milk  and  Meals. — The  Committee’s  canteens  attached  to 
Moulsecoomb  and  Whitehawk  Schools  were  opened  on  September  9th  and 
16th  respectively.  Both  are  well  attended,  and  the  facilities  are  high.y 
esteemed  by  parents  and  children.  The  dietaries  are  submitted  to  the 
Senior  Medical  Officer  each  week  for  approval. 

Owing  to  a shortage  of  milk,  three  of  the  milk  contractors  were  unable 
to  supply  milk  to  the  schools  from  November  18th  to  December  11th. 
Thereafter  the  supply  was  restored.

DENTAL  DEFECTS  AND  TREATMENT. 

The  Senior  Dental  Surgeon  reports  as  follows  :

Extent  of  the  Service. 

■ This  remains  as  described  in  the  Report  for  1939. 

The  School  Service  covers  children  in  attendance  at  the  Elementary 
and  Intermediate  Schools  ; the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Service 
includes  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  expectant  or  nursing  mothers, 
together  with  the  care  of  children  under  school  age  referred  from  the  various 
health  centres  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer. 

Treatment  of  Evacuees. 

During  the  period  January  to  April  the  modified  dental  service, 
provided  for  the  benefit  of  school  children,  mothers,  and  infants  from  other 
areas,  continued  in  operation  at  the  Central  Clinic.  529  school  children, 
5 mothers,  and  5 infants,  made  674  attendances  for  treatment. 

The  arrangements  were  regarded  as  a temporary  measure  to  serve 
the  immediate  needs  of  our  visitors  until  a comprehensive  scheme  could 
be  put  into  operation. 

Routine  Inspection  and  Treatment  for  Evacuees. 

Suitable  temporary  accommodation  was  selected  for  the  establishment 
of  a separate  clinic  where  all  school  children,  mothers,  and  infants  could 
receive  complete  routine  treatment.  Two  dental  surgeries  were  prepared 
and  adequate  facilities,  including  waiting  and  rest  rooms,  were  arranged 
at  4,  Ditchling  Road. 

Two  dental  surgeons  and  two  clerk-attendants  were  appointed. 

Mr.  V.  Rattee,  L.D.S.,  commenced  duty  on  the  22nd  of  April  and 
Miss  E.  Walker,  L.D.S.,  commenced  duty  on  the  20th  May. 

When  the  re-evacuation  took  place  on  the  14th  July  these  temporary 
appointments  were  terminated,  and  the  two  dental  surgeons,  together 
with  the  clerk-attendants,  left  the  service  shortly  afterwards. 
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523  school  children,  3 mothers,  and  1 infant  made  1,269  attendances 
for  treatment  at  4,  Ditchling  Road,  and  the  following  table  gives  some 
indication  of  the  work  done.

Overseas  Evacuation. 

The  scherrie  instituted  for  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  children 
with  a view  to  their  evacuation  overseas  necessitated  a temporary 
suspension  of  routine  work  on  the  regular  age  groups.  In  order  that  no 
child  should  be  rendered  ineligible  for  registration  and  evacuation  on 
account  of  having  an  unhealthy  mouth,  restrictions  were  set  aside  and 
equal  facilities  for  treatment  were  available  to  all,  including  those  who  had 
formerly  refused  offers  of  treatment. 

Within  a period  of  two  weeks,  2,534  children  were  inspected,  and 
907  were  referred  for  treatment.  762  (84  per  cent.)  of  these  children  made 
945  attendances  for  treatment.

Scholarship  Children. 

All  children  awarded  special  places  a»t  the  Secondary  Schools  received 
dental  appointments,  as  in  previous  years,  irrespective  of  the  routine 
inspections.  140  of  these  children  made  263  attendances  for  treatment. 

Orthodontic  Treatment. — During  the  year  79  cases  of  irregularity  of 
the  teeth  were  treated  by  extraction  ; 21  temporary  and  81  permanent 
teeth  were  removed  for  this  reason.  In  addition,  12  deformities  requiring 
the  use  of  apparatus  were  accepted  for  treatment  and  12  appliances  -were 
fitted  to  correct  the  irregular  teeth  of  these  patients. 

X-Ray  Work. — The  X-Ray  Unit  continues  to  prove  of  considerable 
value  in  assisting  clinical  diagnosis  and  in  indicating  the  position  of  teeth 
in  orthodontic  work.  134  radiographs  were  taken,  116  for  children  and 
18  for  adults. 

Prevalence  of  Decay. — 84*5  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  at  the 
routine  inspections  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Acceptance  of  Treatment. — The  parents  of  79  per  cent,  of  the  children 
found  to  have  defective  teeth  at  the  routine  inspections  accepted  the  offer 
of  treatment. 

Actually  Treated. — The  total  number  of  school  children  actually  treated 

was  5,549,  and  12,754  attendances  were  made  by  these  children.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  EVACUATED  CHILDREN. 


Routine  Medical  Inspection. 

9,352  children  from  London  and  Croydon  were  present  in  January, 
falling  to  3,556  when  re-evacuation  occurred.  Medical  inspection  was 
carried  out  until  July  13th. 

1,110  children  in  the  three  Code  Groups  were  inspected,  and  88  other 
children.  Re-inspections  and  special  cases  amounted  to  339. 

A Clinic  for  evacuees  at  4,  Ditchling  Road,  was  opened  on  April  20th 
g and  was  staffed  by  two  medical  officers,  two  dental  officers,  two  nurses,  and 
four  clerks.  The  Clinic  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Medical 
Officer  and  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  who  made  periodic  visits. 

_ 1,423  children  attended,  making  4,588  attendances.  At  the  various 
Branch  Clinics  established  in  the  outer  districts  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments,  4,361  children  attended,  making  21,720  attendances.

An  extensive  medical  examination  of  each  child  was  required,  and 
2,974  children  were  dealt  with.

Routine  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

There  are  580  pupils  at  the  Boys’  School  and  489  at  the  Girls'  School. 

179  boys  and  172  girls  received  full  medical  inspection  and  re-inspections, 
and  special  cases  amounted  to  168.
